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Ottawa July 25th— The present 
session of parliament seems likely to 
last another fortnight or perhaps a 
little longer. 


The Unemployment Ineurance Bill— 

There is no doubt that all parties in 
the house of commons favor the un- 
employment insurance measure in 
principle. It is a form of social insur- 
ance which has been in operation in 
many countries of the World for 
years. Lloyd George introduced a 
measure in Britain in 1911, and it is 
considered to have been a stabilizing 
factor in the troubled days of 1921 
following the last war. There has been 
a system of widespread application in 
the United States and results of ex- 
perience in that country have helped 
the Dominion Government to alter the 
bill passed by the Bennett administra- 
tion in 1935. This act which was de- 
clared ultra vires by the high courts 
was framed by experts after careful 
study of insurance in vogue in differ- 
ent parts of the world and the act 
forms the basis of the present bill. 
However as stated, there are some 
changes, and some of these are impor- 
tant. The bill attempts to meet present 
conditions. One of the questions that 
naturally presents itself is this— 
even if the measure 1s a good and 
necessary one, should {t. on account of 
expenditure entailed, be introduced in 
war time? The minister of labor, Mr 
Norfan McLarty, told the house of 
commons that the insurance system 
was hecessary at this time to antici- 
pate and In some degree counteract 
the dislocation that would come when 
peace wag restored, and the work on 
war industries came to an end. The 
men out of work, it is contended, will 
have something to tide them over un- 
til they get something else to do. 


The labor minister also said that 
the measure would throw “a cloak 
of protection in some measure around 
4,660,000 of our people”. Those actual- 
ly to be insured would according to 
actuarial estimates be about 2,100,,000 
but there would be the workers’ de 
pendents included in the benefits de- 
rived from the insurance system. Con- 
tributions to the insurance fund will 
aggregate $67.200,000 in 1941, of which 
$28,000,000 will be paid by employers, 
a similar amount by employees (those 
insured), and $11,200,000 by the gov- 
ernment, The Federal treasury contri- 
buted a sum equal to one fifth of the 
total contributions of employers and 
employees, but the government also 
pays expenses of administration which 
in a project of such magnitude will 
be heavy. These expenses will amount 
annually to over $5,000,000. 

Insured persons will contribute a 
prescribed amount per week according 
to amount of wages earned, and are 
entitled to benefits running from $4.80 
to $14.40 if married with dependent. 
One requirement for anyone to receive 
benefits 1s that he or she has contri- 
buted to the insurance fund for 30 
weeks or 180 days within two years 
while in insured employment.

Canadian Red 
Cross Society 


Blankets contributed to the Canad- 
fan Red Cross Society during its re- 
cent appeal have not been sent to 
France, Dr Fred W. Routley, said re- 
cently. 

“Although these biankets were in- 
tended for the suffering refugees and 
wounded soldiers in France. we 
couldn't take a chanse on their falling 
nto German hands,” the national 
commissioner said, “The first ship- 
ment had been authorized before the 
French armistice, but we were able to 
divrt the blankets to England, where 
ffiey will be stored until needed. The 
remainder, about 60,000, will be held 
in Canede.” 

Dr Routley gave assurance that ev- 
ery blanket contributed would be 
needed in the days to come. Already, 
he said, the Canadian Red Cross had 
been asked by the Dominion Govern- 
Ment to loan a quantity of blankets to 
equip the cclonist trains casying re 
fugee children from Britain to destin- 
ations in Caneds. 

“We sball have blankets. sbeets, 
pillow cases, towels, and so 0D, wait- 
ing for the children et the port of ar- 
rival,” Dr Routley seid. 

Among the blankets contributed 
during the Canadien Red Cross appeal 
were 20,000 from the paper compan- 
ies of Canada.

tion by water and air. No person \:th 
wages above $2,000 annually will be 
insured. 

National Registration— 

When the session is ended there 
will be no immediate rest for mem- 
bers of parliament because they will 
be assisting in the national registra- 
tion program. The registration which 
will take place some time in August, 
of all men and women in the country 
of the age cf 16 years and over is one 
of the essential features of the nation- 
al mobilization act which seeks to or 
ganize all Canadian resources in the 
most effective way to meet the men- 
ace overbanging this country. Every- 
one in the country except those below 
sixteen and a restricted numoer of 
exempted callings such as cloistered 
nuns, will be required to answer a 
number of questions which appear on 
a questionnaire. Severe penalties are 
prescribed for failure to register, fail- 
ure to answer any question on the re- 
gistration card or for not answering 
question truthfully. It is felt in Ot- 
tawa that the registration is most im 
portant and most urgent. Time is its 
essence. Its primary objectives are to 
give military training to men of milit- 
ary age and to direct the whole war 
effort of the citizens of Canada into 
the most useful channels.

It is feared that many Alberta farm- 
ers do not fully realize the serions 
ness of the congestion now existing 
in grain storage. It is a certainty tnat 
before harvest proceeds very far this 
coming autumn what elevator space 
is left will be completely piugged 
Every farmer should make planus to pro 
vide all the frm storage he possibly 
can, 

The terminal elevators on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, as well 
as terminals on the Great Lakes and 
also in th einterior, are pretty well 
loaded with wheat and other grains 
at the present time. The surplus 


grain is backed up into country eleva- 

tors, which is an unprecedented state 

of affairs, 
Whatever 


the federal government 


may do will not relieve the storage 
congestion, The great bulk — of the 
grain that will be threshed this fall 


will have to be retained on farms, In 
order to prevent damage and loss ey- 
ery effort should be made 
as much safe farm storage as possible. 

It is apparent that it may be impos- 
sible to market grain in poor condi 
tion, and this is a phase that should 
not be neglected. 

It won't be long now before harvest 
is here and the least possible delay is 
desirable in developing farm storage 
plans.
